The Chicago teachers, who have made a 
study of taxation and revenue with especial 
reference to corporations, made a report of 
their findings last night to a mass meeting 
of 2,000 people in Central Music Hall, speci- 
fying tax dodgers and estimating the value 
of property escaping taxation. Their esti- 
mates were in large figures. They apolo- 
gized for meager information, but they 


scheduled four specimen corporations 


and estimated the amount of property of 
these four concerns taxation at 
over $100,000,000. 

They told not only what they had done, but 
what they intended to do. They said they 
intended to divide the city into school dis- 
tricts of five and six schools each and make 
each one a center for distribution of infor- 
mation among voters. They said they pro- 
posed to go before the State Board of Asses- 
sors in April with a list of corporations doing 
business in Cook County. They proposed. 
they said, to see that corporations made re“ 
turns on their capital stock, or that such 
returns were made for them by the Asses- 
sors, and they proposed to follow these to the 
State Board of Equalization at Springfield 
and to inform the people what action was 
taken upon the returns. 


What They Have Done. 
These were the things which they stat 

their intention to do. What they have done 
was told by four speakers, following a sys- 
tem of presentation. The mass-meeting was 
under the direction of the Chicago Grade 
Teachers’ federation. Its President, Miss 
Catherine Goggin. was in charge, and Miss 
Margaret Haley was the principal speaker, 
these being the two teachers who secured 
leaves of absence from their schools to make 


the investigations which were reported last 


night. The federation had requested 
teachers to stay away from the meeting to 
make room for outsiders. The request was 
obeyed to an extent, but not generally 
enough to please the officers of the federa- 
tion,

HARRISON IS FOR THE BOERS. 


Public Men Who Have Talked with the 
Former President Declare He Op- 
poses England in War. 


Washington, B. C., Feb. 17.—[Special.]— 
Public men who have been in Indianapolis 
recently report that former President Har- 
rison minces no words in expressing his 
sympathy for the Boers in their struggle, 
although the General persistently refuses to 
be publicly interviewed, lest his words em- 
barrass the administration at Washington. 
General Harrison contends there is no occa- 
sion for gratitude on the part of this gov- 
ernment towards the British. He thinks the 
British were guilty of some inhuman prac- 
tices during the revolutionary war, that 
their attack on this nation in 1812 had no 
justification from any international stand- 
point, while their conduct towards the union 
during the civil war was also reprehensible. 

He sees no occasion for unusual enthusi- 
asm over the friendship of the English dur- 
ing the war with Spain, as it was a war 
against cruelty and clearly for humanity. 


other enlightened nation should not have 
been with America on this proposition. If 
the British were suppressing cruelty in 
south Africa or remedying conditions that 
interfered with humane government, the 
United States would ‘be justified in lending 
its sympathy. 2 
On the contrary, General on thinks, 
here is a republic fighting for its homes and 
its own government, a cause as just as the 
Americans had in their great war of the 
eighteenth century.

Knowledge and Health Tested.

him. Blacker dropped to his knees and at 
his first shot the negro staggered and ran 
t, closely followed by his companion. 
stewart was shot twice through the lungs 
nd died at 7 o’clock. A block away the 
ad body of a negto was found. 

The company stationed at Fort Bliss is 
Company B, Twenty-fifth Infantry, and it 
is claimed that the only missing soldiers are 
the dead man and the two prisoners in the 
police station. 

The entire police force has been mounted 
and armed to be in readiness for any emer- 
gency.

The proprietor of a 


WOK IN GERMAN COLONIES 
DEVASTATED AND 
OTHER POSSESSIONS EXPENSIVE. 


Debate Shows Sentiment in Favor 
ef Changing Methods—Naval Bill 
May Pass; Although Situation Is 


Muddled—Department Tax Proba- 
bly Will Be Deteated—South African 


War News Eagerly Sought.

the Associated Press. Colonial matters en- 
gfossed the attention of the Reichstag this 
‘week, the debate unmistakably showing the 
unprofitable state of the colonies hitherto, 
even in the case of the most promising, like 
the Cameroons, It likewise showed the 
growing &ppropriations, with stationary or 
d ports and imports. : 
Official reports demonstrate that famine 
and sickness in German east Africa have 
devastated that ony. In the district of 
Tanga, for example, within the year 1890, 
the population has been diminished from 
128,808 to 61,328, owing to famine, leprosy, 
smalipox, and typhoid fever. The condi- 
tions of the whole colony appear appalling. 
The trade of this ¢olony, which is three 
times the size of Germany, is insignificant 
and mostly With British India, while the 
cost to Germany is fivefold the whole trade. 
The reports from the other colonies are not 
much better. 

The Cologne Volks Zeitung says the rail- 
| road projects for the colonies now adopted 
amount to 200,000,000 marks, while on the 
other hand German trade with the British 
colonies amounts to 500,000,000 marks with- 
out entailing a cént of expénse. 


Want Change of Methods. 

It cannot be dented that the sentiment ts 
_growing and obtaining in a large part of the 

nation: that other methods than those em- 
ployed are needed to make the German colo- 
nies a success. It was Significant that dur- 
ing the several days’ debate in the Reichstag 
the government remained on the defensive. 
Thus the colonial debate has in no way 
strengthened the chances of the naval! bill. 
Dr. Barth, the Freisinnige leader, however, 
believes the bill will pass, though the situa- 
tion is muddled owing to the uncertainty 
as to the Center’s position. Dr. Lieber, the 
Center leader, is dangerously ill and there 
is nobody in authority in the party with 
whom the government and the other parties 
can negotiate. Some afe*pulling one way 
and the others are pulling another way.

“Trrepealable statutes are not tolerated.

Universities of the Middle West De- 
eide to Take Charge of the Annual 
Intercollegiate Games After This 
Year—Western Athletic Asosciation

Faculty representatives of nine of the 
leading universities of the middle West 
met at the Chicago Beach Hotel yester- 
day and decided to work for the benefit of 
track athletics as well as baseball and foot- 
| ball, They decided to make rules and reg- 
ulations as near uniform with the rules for 
the other branches of sport as possible, and 
to hold next year a big invitation track 
meet open to the colleges in the section of 


elses its influence in place of the regular 
Western Intercollegiate Athletic associa- 
tion games. The association games will be 
held this year the same as usual and under 
the management of the Graduate Executive 
committee. The vote on the general prop- 
‘osition was seven to two, Chicago and 
Northwestern voting in the negative, The 
Intercollegiate association is expected to die 
a natural death some time before 1901. 
These proposals were accepted, subject to 
ratification by the nine schools of the con- 
ference. Wisconsin rather objects to the 
discontinuance of the Graduate Executive 
committee management, and at its meeting 
next week may refuse to ratify this part of 
the scheme. 
There was no question or objection regard- 
“Ing the advisability and general advantage 
of making the rules to govern all branches 
of athletics as uniform as the nature of the 
sports permits. The wisdom of this move 
is unquestioned. The discussion arose over 
the practical portion of the new arrangement 
What should be. substituted as the man- 
agerial power in connection with a big meet. 


Good Work of Graduate Committee. 

Professor Jones of Minnesota and several 
ot the members of the conference believed 
the management of the meet by the Gradu- 
ate committee was as good as could be de- 
‘sired.

It was also suggested this board should have 
advisory powers and should be called upon 
to interpret rules when the accasion pre- 
sented itself.

That time seems to be 
approaching. 


Burroughs Case Not Discussed. 
One of the principal reasons urged for 
placing the control of track contests in the 
hands of the conference and taking it out 
of the hands of the Graduate Executive com- 
mittee and the Western Intercollegiate as- 
sociation is that the committee has no power 
itself and can only submit questions to the 
‘eighteen members of the association for a 
mail vote. Necessarily it takes a long time 
to do anything.

Since the victory of J. H. Taylor, the-first 
English professional to score a yictory in 
the open golf championship, at Sandwich, 
Bngiand, in 1884, ho Scotsman, amateur or 
professional, has been able to win the title.

But Pons, by careful treatment on the 
part of his doctor, and at the expiration of a 
period of time considered expedient on the 
part of the theatrical management, improved 
sufficiently to accede to the urgent demands 
of the Turk. He devoted seven hours and 
a few odd valuable minutes and seconds to 
the slippery Oriental without obtaining a 
fall. The public, with a placid fortitude 
worthy of a humble obeisance from cricket 
players or actors in a Chinese play, 
gazed on that etruggle through the seven 
hours of anxiety and half Nelsons, with a 
few rests thrown in for breathing and rub 
downs.

HELP NATION’S TRADE. 


HE world at large has been led to look 
upon Emperor William II. as some- 
thing of a royal showman and a rival 
of the most famous of after-dinner 
speechmakers, but people are coming 
to see him in a more significant light, espe- 
cially since the drafting of his new naval 
bill, the import of which 18 bound to be 
brought home to them forcibly before long. 
This article, however, has not to do with 
the warlike side of the Emperor, but is con- 
cerned only with the peacetime work of him- 
self and his predecessors in developing a 

e merchant marine. 
the question of governmental subsidies | 
for American lines of steamships has now 
reached that stage in the development of a 
modern American merchant marine where 
the nation, desirous of controlling a fair 
are of the carriage of exports and imports 
between this country and the Ortent, is tak- 
ing an interest in the experiences of other 
nations fh subsidizing their merchant ma- 
rine. The history of the two great German 
steamship lines plying to this country is 
typically exemplary of what has been ac- 
complished.

Hamburg-American Company. 

The Hamburg-American Steamship com- 
pany was founded in 1847, with 465,000 marks 
($106,950) capital, and began business with 
two large sailing ships, which in that year 
carried 168 passengers between Hamburg 
and New York. For more than fifty years 
the company has grown and developed along 
the same lines its great rival, the North 
German Lioyd, in Bremen, until at the be- 

ginning of 1887 it had in service sixty-four 
ocean steamers, amounting to a total ton- 
nage of no less than 241,507 tons register and 
of 164,255 indicated horse-power. These 
steamships included such vessels as the 
Fuerst Bismarck, Normannia, Augusta Vic- 
teria, and the Columbia, of more than 8,000 
tons and up to 16,400 horse-power, two of 
which were sold to Spain during the recent 
war because they no longer fulfilled the 
requirements of the company’s transatlantic 
eervice. 

During the last two years the company 
has added the Patricia, Pretoria, Graf 
Waldersee, Belgravia, and Batavia, none of 
less than 10,200 tons register and eighteen 
knots speed. Of all the vessels which car- 
ried the company's flag in 1886 but three 
were on the active list in 1896, between 
which dates it lost one steamer, sold thirty- 
two, and built or purchased seventy-two. 
Its capital has grown to $18,564,000, and, to- 
gether with the North German Lloyd. it 
eontrols more than one-half of the ptire 
steam merchant fleet of Germany, 

North German Lloyd Company. 

The Nerth German Lloyd company was 
founded with 3,000,000 florins capital fm 1857 
just ten years after the Washington had 
made the first steamship voyage from New 
York to the mouth of the Weser. By virtue 
of able management the Lloyd has risen 
in forty-three years to a foremost position 


among all organizations of its class, with 


an active capital of more than $23,800, 
and seventy-three steamships in actual 
Service, not counting a companion to the 
Kaiser Withelm der Grosse, which is now 
nearly ready for launching. The aggregate 
tonnage is 266,138 gross tons, with a total 
horse-power of 237,550. The Kaiser WII- 
helm der Grosse, of 14,849 tons register, 28, - 
000 indicated horse-power, and a sea speed 
of knots, heads this fleet, and holds the 
world’s records for maintained sea speed. 

The company has in various stages of com- 
pletion no fewer than nine vessel under 
construction, four of 10,000 tons, three of 
7500 tons, and two of 5,000. Of its whole 
active fleet, ouly two remain which were in 
service in 1886. Since that time the com- 
pany has sold twenty-six steamers and built 
or bought fifty-one. In 1808 it carried 161. 
063 passengers, of whom 114,268 were be- 
tween Europe and this country.

That this 
is a most difficult thing to do is t 
to any one of ordinary intelligence.

The second case was that of Hamilton vs. 
Minneapolis Desk Manufacturing Company

man cannot recover damages at common 
law from the owner of a building for an in- 
jury sustained by him by reason of his fall- 
ing through an unguarded elevator shaft 
while trying to extinguish a fire in the build- 
ing. The court said that however hard 
such a rule may seem, it appears to be set- 
tled that the owner or occupant of a building 
owes no duty to keep it in a reasonably safe 
condition for members of a public fire de- 
partment who might, in the exercise of their 
duties, have occasion to enter the building.” 

The opinion concludes by observing that 
the question is one for serious legislative 
consideration, but that the court connot 
grant relief, for in law there is none.“ 


The Supreme Court of the United States, 
in the recent case of Jones vs. Meehan, rec- 
ognizes the tribal organization of the Chip- 
pewa Indians in Minnesota in regard to the 
descent of lands and holds that lands must 
descend to one of the members of the tribe 
according to the laws of the tribe, and not 
under the laws of Minnesota. 

The question arose in a proceeding in 
equity to quiet title, in which one Moose 
Dung, the eldest son of the old chief Moose 
Dung of the Red: Lake band of Chippewa 
Indians, claimed to be the sole owner of 
the lands of his father, to whom the United 
States had originally given them. The old 
chief had two wives atid died leaving a 
number of children by both. It was con- 
tended that ail of these children should 
inherit equally under the laws of Minnesota, 
but the Supreme Court decided that it was 
established by the laws of the tribe that t 
eldest’ son should inherit, and theref 
Moose Dung was entitled to all the property. 

This decision is of special interest because 
of the fact that the Supreme Court of the 
United States has followed the laws of the 
tribe in distributing real property. ‘The 
tribal laws of Indians have been ognized 
in regard to marriage and personal property, 
and it is only logical and consistent that they 
should also be extended to real property.

Kansas Giant in Berlin. 
Goes to Consult with Professor Virchow 
Regarding His Abnorma! Growth and 
the Ultimate Result He May Expect.

BERLIN, Jan. T. Mr. Wilkins of Kan- 
sas, one of the largest men in the world, is 
here consulting Professor Virchow. Pro- 
fessor Virchow introduced him to his stu- 
dents, and a special meeting of the Patho- 
logical society was held to discuss him. 
Mr. Wünins is 2.37 meters, or 7 feet 6 
inches, tall, and spans 2.54 meters, or 8 feet 
and One-half inch, with his arms. When 
seated he was about as tall as Professor 
Virchow, who stood beside him. Mr. Wil- 
kins came here in great mental distress. 
He will leave happier, if no smaller, than 
when he arrived. He related that when a 
boy he herded cattle in western Kansas. 
One day when only $ years old he fell from 
a horse and was picked up insensible, with 
numerous bruises and cuts. There was one 


cut on the left side of the head which ap- 


peared to have been caused by the horse 
stepping n him. The imjuries healed 
quickly, but, according to the pathological 
expert, curious changes in the form of the 
skull resutted. 

The facial bones on the left side contin- 
ued to grow after those on the right side 
had fully matured. The growth of the body 
was symmetrical, but the head was dis- 
proportioned. The head now measures 256 
millimeters, or about 10 inches, long and 
710 millimeters, or nearly 28 inches, in cir- 
cumferencé. This is about 31 millimeters 
over the average. 

As may be tmagined, Mr. Wilkins was 
alarmed on account of the shape of his 
head, and called upon a surgeon in the Sun- 
flower e. This savant discovered that 
the giant’s bones were little, it anything, 
thicker i the average, and he informed 
the patient they would no doubt soon be- 
gin to thicken inwards and would unques- 
tionably compress the brain and ultimately 
cause his death.

STRASSBURG, Jan. 25.—In clearing away 
the rubbish around certain new buildings. 
Edel-Biichel, a number of grave stones were 
yesterday brought to light. Two of these, 
besides ornamental work, bear funeral in- 
scriptions. But it is to be regretted that 
both these stones have suffered from mis- 
haps. One of them, a cube of large dimen- 


sions, whose front is covered with the in- | 


scription, has been injured by the blasting 
for building purposes, so that the epitaph 
dedicated to a married couple ts preserved 


only in a dilapidated condition. Yet the in- 


scription is capable of being reconstructed 
with some degree of certainty. The other 


inscription stone was nearly ruined some 


time in the middle ages by the erection of a 
house over it. From the preserved remnant 
it appears that this stone covered the morta!’ 
remains of a soldier of the Bighth Legion. 

A third gravestone likewise bears a muti- 
lated epitaph; but this damage is made good 
by an excellent pictorial representation 
which decorates the whole. On a two- 
wheeled car a charioteer drives two gallop- 
ing steeds, while he swings a whip in his free 
hand. | 

A piece of cabinet work, sui generis and a 
rare ornament for Strasburg’s museum, is a 
small family alter, which was found bullt 
into the wall, Its inscription indicates that 
this altar was set up by some landlord on 
his property to the pagan god Jupiter, in ac- 
cordance with some vow. Especial interest 
is aroused by the name of this pious sacri- 
cer — Vosegus, or Vosegallus—which is a 
reminder, by this rrobably Celtic name, of 
the old appellation given to the friendly 
mountains near Strassburg, the Vogesen— 
viz.: Vosegus.“ The labor of removing

Practical Application of Skiograph Pic- 

__ tures Found to Be of Great Value in De- 
ciding Medico-Legal Questions in Court. 


(FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE CHICAGO. 
TRIBUNE BY . C. PURUCKER.) 
STRASSBURG, Jan. 28.—More than sixty 
Judges of the courts of justice in Buda- 
Pesth have lately occupied themselves with 
a thorough study of the Réntgen discovery 
and its practical applicability in judicial pro- 
ceedings. Professor Dr. Carl Kiss of the 
Röntgen laboratory assisted by explaining 
the Réntgen theory and the method by 
which skiographs are taken and by supplying 
them with material bearing on the subject 

and with numerous skiographs. . 

Quite interesting is the case of a mechanic 
who had been shot during a general fight. 
As he felt no pain and the shot wound soon 
healed up he made no public complaint. 
Only when he began to feel an acutely pain- 
ful sensation in the socket of his eye and 
soon afterwards grew blind the matter came 
to a legal investigation. | 

The counsel for the perpetrator pleaded at 
court that.the scar was not the result ofa 
shot wound, and that the man’s blindness 
came from some other cause. By means of 
the Réntgen appliance, however, the shot 
and its precise location were found to be 
on the nerve of sight. This evidence de- 
cided the question, and the lawsuit was at 
an end. 

Another not less interesting case which 
was cleared up by means of radiography is 
that of a teamster, who was insured in one 
of Vienna's companies against accident. 
Falling from his wagon he hurt his hand, 
seemingly only slightly. After treatment 
for a few days the external marks of the 
injury disappeared, but he could not move 
his arm. The insurance company refused 
to pay the sum insured and the matter came 
to a lawsuit. The counsel for the company 
pleaded against the payment of the insur- 
ance on the ground that the lameness of the 
man's arm could hot date from that trifling 


contraldicte!! the lawyer's plea. Both 
arms of th teamster were taken. The 
inability of moving the seemingly uninjured 
arm was thus satisfactorily explained. 
From the arm bone a splinter had parted 


‘without its: being entirely separated. This 


splint prevented the arm from being moved.

. who was suspected of simulation 
arm because he had been shot, was after an 
examination in the garrison hospital, which 
led to no enlightenment whatever, ordered 
to appear before the court-martial.

Here several skiographs were taken of the 
soldier's: arm. On these the cause of the 
contraction of ti limb became perfectly 
visible. A large quantity of small shot lay 
imbedded in the shoulder and arm muscle, 
but a grain of the shot was deposited in the 
motor nerve. and thus inflicted a constant 
irritation of this nerve. which resulted in 
the contraction of the whole arm. This re- 
2 who had already been punished se- 
verély several times, was in consequence of 
this disclosure discharged from the mili- 
tary services. 

It {s now proved without a doubt that 
Röntgen pictures in many instances furnish 
the solution of many medico-legal problems 
and it is to be expected that in judicial pro- 
ceedings they will continue to play an im- 
portant role. |

Krupp’s Plan to Aid His Nen. 
German Gunmaker Celebrates Kaiser's 
Birthday by Establishing Savings Bank 
and Other Institutions for Wage Earners. 


(FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE, BY b. 8. MACGOWAN.} 
BERLIN. Jan. 20.—The great gunmaker, 
shipbuilder, and iron and coal baron,“ 
F. A. Krupp, whose interest in the welfare 
of his operatives and whose patriotiam are 
proverbial, hit upon a unique method of cele- 
brating the birthday of his personal friend, 
the Emperor. Instead of calling his men to- 
gether and making them a patriotic speech, 
he devised new ways of encouraging them 
to save a portion of their earnings. 
A savings bureau will be established in 
connection with the steel works, and later 
with other enterprises, which will receive 


and pay out deposits of the workmen. Its / 


functions will be to transmit the workmen's 
sd4vings to the public savings institutions, 
thus saving the men the worry and loss of 
time necessary to look after the matter for 
themselves. | 

In addition, the following rules have been 
established: 


The savings bureau will, when the work- 


men or minor officials of the company so de- 
sire, lay aside a regular proportion of their 
wages, though sums under one and over ten 
marks weekly wili not be received. Work- 
men may change the amount at any time, or 
temporarily stop the deposit altogether. 
The savings bureau will keep a regular 
book account with each depositor, and in- 
terest at the rate of 4 per cent will be paid. 
At ‘the end of the year the accumulated

STORY OF SEA SNAKES. 


ASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 9.—The 
Weather bureau is making prelim- 
inary experiments with a new idea 
which, if it proves practicable, will 

revolutionize the system how 
adopted for gathering daily reports of me- 
teorclogical conditions from all parts of the 

country. It is upon these reports that de 
forecasts are based, and the cost of obtain- 
ing them is great. The expense would be 
vastly reduced, it is thought. by the use of 
the scheme in question, which consists in 
the employment of kite wires for the wire- 

‘Jess telegraphing of information from the 
observing stations scattered over the United 
States. Professor Alexander Graham Kell 
of telephone fame is greatly interested in 
the project. He said last night: 

do not see why it should not be prac- 
ticable. You kyow, doubtiess, that the so- 
called box kites flown recently by the 
Weather bureau for the purpose of carrying 
automatic instruments aloft to make rec- 
orde of meteorological conditions at high 
Attitudes have strings of piano wire. In 
wome instances they have been raised to a 
height of nearly two miles. A number of 
kite stations have been established in vari- 
onus localities, and the simultaneous eleva- 
tion of these aerial flyers at many points, 
each of them connected with the earth bya 
wire, hae naturally suggested the idea of 
utilizing the apparatus for communication 
by the wireless system.. 

“The Weather bureau now spends 3200. 


000 a year in gathering reports twice every | 


twenty-four hours to serve as the basis for 
its predictions. If a wireless system could 
be successfully substituted the saving would 
be enormous. There are about 175 observ- 
ing stations eprinkled over the United States. 
Imagine each one to be provided with a kile- 
fying apparatus, and there wouid 

be ‘reason why. 
@ network of communication should 
not thus be made to cover the whole 
of the country. Kites, it may be objected, 
could not be flown at all times, owing to 
storms or other unfavorable conditions, but 
the Weather bureau could always fall back 
upon the ordinary telegraph. 

“The great distances to be covered by 
such a method of communication might be 
regarded as offering diffioulties, but the fact 
is not to be forgotten that the interval over 
' which a message thus dispatched is able to 
leap, as it were, increases enormously as the 
wire lengthens. In fact, it grows as the 


equere of the length of the wire. So, if your | 


kite wire extends, upward one mile the space 
overieaped would be astonishing. I have not 
figured tt out as yet myself, because I have 
not been making any special investigation 
of the subject. The whole matter is in its 
infancy, and it is impossible to tell whether 
or not a system of wireless telegraphy, by 
the help of kites or otherwise, will event- 
ually be developed for the coliecting of 
weather reports.“ 
Covers a Wide Field. 


The Weather bureau recently has extend- 
ed its system of observing stations, not only 
across the border into Canada but also to the 
south and southwest all over Mexico and 
the West Indies. It has now abo wenty 
stations in various parts of Me „ and. 
others are sprinkled through Cuba, Porto 
Rico, the, Bahamas, and the Windward and 
Leeward Islands. There are even two sta- 
tions off the coast of South America. at 
Curacoa and the Island of Trinidad. This 
last is the most remote outpost of the sys- 
tem toward the south and east. Barkers- 
ville in British Columbia ts the farthest 
Station to the north and west. A glance 
at @ map will show that the stations around 
the borders of the Caribbean Sea practically 
cover the area in which are bred the great 
hufricanes that, particularly tn the autumn 
months, rush up the eastern shore of the 
United States, sometimes doing much dam- 
age to shipping. 

Reports from the stations in Mexico and 
the Caribbean region come in only once in 
every twenty-four hours, but they are of the 
greatest value tn making forecasts. To 
Save telegraph tolls all such messages are 
communicated in a sort of code, consisting 
of a number of arbitrarily chosen words. 
In these words each letter means something. 
Thus, for example, “ Hirsute ” signifies that 
the observation was made at 8 p. m., that 
the dewpoint was 80,.and that the local 
prediction was for fair weather. In this 
way much information ie crowded into a | 
small space, each observer having his own 
key to the cipher for making up dispatches. 

As fast as the latter reach the Weather 
bureau in Washington they are translated 
by an expert into ordinary English. He 
reads them aloud in a sing-song tone, while 
“four skilled men at desks close by jot down 
the information they convey on as many 
outline maps of North America. These 
maps, when finished. present a complete 
picture of the meteorological conditions all 
over the country, as well as in Mexico, the

EVANSTON: 


Evanston, which was not born a Chicago 
suburb, but had its suburban honors thrust 
upon it by the swelling of a city that would 
not be pent up, will be a mionument, while 
its name endures, to the memory of Dr. John 
Evans, a Chicagoan of pioneer days, who 
fancied the pretty lake shore retreat and 
built himself a summer house there in the 
late 408. Dr. Evans was afterward the 
virtual founder of Denver, Territorial Gov- 
ernor of Colorado, and in time Senator from 
the Centennial State, but for Chicago he 
never did anything else so famous as leaving 
his name to the north shore college town. 

In the days when Indians camped on the 
„ridge, it was known as Gross Point, and 
this was still its name when Phillip Rogers 
built a log cabin there in 1836, and burned 
charcoal whieh he hauled to what there was 
then of Chicago with an ox team. In 1850 
the name was changed to “ Ridgeland,” in 
deference to the backbone of high ground ex- 
tending through the low, swampy region,

The first quarterly 
conference of the Methodist Bpiscopal 
Church in Evanston (or Ridgeland) was held 
in July, 1854, and the same year the present 
university site was purchased The old Chi- 
cago and Milwaukee railroad reached the 
town also that year. 

Still the dominant idea in the minds of the 


tional center and remote from such ensnar- 
ing influences as were presumed to be indi- 
genous to Chicago, eleven miles away. Itis 
not generally known that the Town of Jef- 
ferson was an applicant for the university 
seat, and came near getting it, but it was too 
near Chicago, and Ridgeland’s relative re- 
moteness, as well as the lake shore, gave it 
the prize. 

In 1857 Ridgeland, as the name of the town, 
made place for Evanston ”’ in recognition 
of ‘Dr. Evans as official title, and in 1873 the 
village, now the city, was separated from 
the rest of the town and took up its independ- 
ent existence as a suburb of Chicago. In- 
stead of being a mere university town it has 
become the home of a mixed population of 
many thousands, but in a sense the intention 
of the founders has been carried out through 
all vicissitudes, and it is still a college seat 
unsurpassed in the country for the safe- 
guards with which it surrounds its resident

ARGYLE PARK. 


‘William C. Goudy founded Argyle Park, 
and he so named it as a tribute to the mem- | 
ory of his mother. Mrs. Goudy was of 
Scotch descent. She loved the name “ Ar- 
gyle, and her son not only called the sub- 
urb after this shire, but he gave Scotch 
names to all the streets laid out In the place,

nue and Bvanston. A feature of Argyle 
Park is its rapid development from a sand

ILAEE FOREST. 


Lake Forest, twenty-nine miles north of 
Chicago, named itself. The site was a deer 
park, noted for its large and numerous oaks» 
and ravines, and the place was fringed by 
Lake Michigan. So when, half a century 
ago, a-real estate association selected it as 
the Jocation for a city and a university, the 
mémbers gave the place the name that its 
natural conditions suggested. Among the 
men ‘who composed the association were 
Peter Page, Sylvester Lind, the Rev. Dr, 
Robert W. Patterson, D. R. Holt, and H. M.

Agricultural Experts, Employed by the Governmént and Governor Brady Say 
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VARIETIES OF OATS GROWN AT THE AGRICULTURAL EXPERIMENT STATION, SITKA, ALASKA. 


CCORDING to the confident predic- 

tions of the experts of the Agricul- 
tural: department and of Governor 
Brady of Alaska, the time is coming 

when that great Northwestern Terri- 
tory ot the United States will be known 
rather as a land of golden crops than as 
the home of the yellow metal. Even under 
nt conditions they state that Alaska 

is capable of maintaining on its fertile agri- 
cultural lands a population equal to that of 
Greater New York. Anywhere from three to 
five millions of people, it is believed, could 
lead a profitable and comfortable life tilling 
the hundred thousand square miles of fer- 
tile lands which are now only awaiting occu- 
pation at the hands of industrious settlers. 

In an interview on the subject — — 
Brady spoke in glowing terms regarding 
Alaska's agricultural possibilities. He said: 

“One day, when the gold fever has sub- 
sided and things have settled down to a4 
normal basis, the people of the United States 
wit realize that our territory presents to 
the poor man seeking a home a chance that 

he Win find nowhere in the United States. 

Of the 580,000 square miles which are em- 
braced in the territory a great proportton is 
unfit for tillage, but we have much land 
there that is good for almost any kind of 
cultivation, and a great deal that is far bet- 
ter than thousands of farms now under tlose 
cultivation in the States. 

an that we need is good legislation, which 
will insure a title to any one taking up land. 
We have a country that is capable of sup- 
porting one of the best and most useful pop- 
ulations on the face of the globe.“ 

Ag if to substantiate the statement of the 
Governor, C. C. Georgeson, special agent of 
the Agricultural department, has turned up 
recently in Washington with a collection of 
phéteographs and samples of agricultural 
products raised by him in Alaska last sum- 
mer, and backed by an array of statistics 
Which would be calculated to take blue rib- 
bons for Alaska at almost any country fair 
in the States. 

_. While the headquarters of Mr. Georgeson 
have been at Sitka, he has traveled exten- 
sively throughout the lower section of Alas- | 
ka and has collected specimens of grains 
and. vegetables from many portions of the 
great territory. Some of his specimens were 
grown at an experiment station at Kenai, on 
the Kenai. Peninsula, and they illustrate 
well what the country is capable of affording 
to careful tillers of the soil. 

Peas, he finds, grows better in Alaska than 
they do in almost any part of the United. 
States, while potatoes, carrots, turnips, and 
onions mature easily and attain an almost 
unprecedented size. The reason for these 
root crops doing so well is the intense heat 
of the summers and the t rainfall of the 
‘country, which insures gn unlimited supply 
df moisture.

In the interior, he says, where the 
winters are much colder, the summers are 
likewise much warmer, the temperature 
sometimes golng as high as 120%. Under 
such ‘conditions vegetation matures with 
wonderful quickness. 

All of — Alaska is covered with 
an abundance of grass. Cattle can, and do, 
live in certain localities the year round on 
this natural pasturage. All of the islands 
to the south and west are capable of sus- 
taining a considerable amount of animal and 
vegetable life.

Gust Cotsogiannis Daily 
Robs His Peanut Stand 

for the Birds.

VERY bleak winter’s day a flock of 
pigeons calls for charity at Clark and 
Madison streets. Their almoner is 
Gust Cotsogiannis. He gives them to 
eat and they are grateful. Gust is 
not a rich man, but he has a kindly heart. 
The pigeons seem to know this. It is in

a crowded part of the down-town streets 


where Gust carries on his merchandising 
business, but one may see the pigeons evi- 
dencing their gratitude by the way they 
permit their benefactor to approach them. 
They even flutter near him as if trying to 
caress him with their wings. 


| The merchandising business conducted by 


Gust involves the cares and concerns of a 
peanut stand, which is situated on the side- 
walk in Madison street. It is an old stand, 
but Gust has been managing it only four 
years. Every winter since he became its 
proprietor he has been feeding the hungry 


‘pigeons. 


In the summer time the birds go away 
foraging in parks and in the streets. In the 
winter, however, when the trees and parks 
are bare and the streets are covered with 
snow or frozen, the pigeons find themselves 
reduced to ask charity. In that extremity 
they go to Gust. The pigeons that do this are 
are ones that live in the lodging-house formed 
by the eaves and cornices of the building 
that towers above Gust’s peanut stand. 

What other pigeons that are roomers and 
lodgers about town do for something to eat 
in the barren season is not known. Gust, 
care of his feathered neigh- 
bors. Of late he has been feeding an extra 
number. |

peanuts to them. The next day t 


he didn't feed them. He didn't know what 
they wanted. It was not a custom in Athens, 


j whence he came, to feed birds in the streets. 


He learned the next day, however, because 


one of the pigeons—it was the manager of 


the lodging-house, he says—fiew down. and 
lighted on the edge of the pan in which he 
keeps his of shelled peanuts. He 
looked at the bird in astonishment. He was 
more astonished when it picked up a beakful 
of peanut kernels and flew away. Ina few 
minutes one of the patrons of the lodging- 
house flew down and did the same thing. 
The lodging-house manager fluttered 
around his head, cooed and eyed him in a 
plaintive way, and instantly Gust knew | 
what was the matter. 
To feed the pigeons all the peanuts they 
would eat would cost 25 cents a day. ‘That 


was a great deal for Gust to spend. Some 


days his profits are not much more than that. 
He ‘bought some shelled corn, as that is 
cheaper. The pigeons, however, had got the 
peanut habit, and they didn’t seem to care 
much for the shelled corn. He gave them 
peanuts again. 

He still keeps shelled corn to throw to them 
along with the peanuts. The new ones inthe 
lodging-house eat the corn, but his old 
pensioners will strut about the curb and 
chirp at him saucily until he throws peanuts 
to them. After they have eaten they will 


fly back to their lodging-house, but in doing 


it they will flutter so near to Gust that he 
can almost touch them. He says they do 
that because they like him. The cabmén 
who have stands at that corner say the 
pigeons show great affection for Gust.

SALOON LICENSE CREDIT SYSTEM. 
One thing was surely demonstrated by 
the publication of the comparative of 
city saloon li¢enses and of liquor 

who pay the government special tax three 
weeks ago. It was that there is urgent 
need of reform in the system of bookkeep- 
ing followed in the City Hall. Nowhere in 
responsible private business can be found 
books which are in so chaotic and disorderly 
a condition as those which relate to city 
saloon licenses. 

In a matter of such importance, where 
revenue in excess of $3,000,000 a year is 
involved, certainly the books showing what 
the city has received and what it is entitled 
to receive should be kept in such manner 
as to make it possible to ascertain in a mo- 
ment how many licenses have been issued, 
when and to whom issued, and when pay- 
ment was made if it has been made, the 
total amounts collected, and the amounts 
still due on account of one or more of the 
license installments, But, unless there is 
some secret index which was not accessible 
to Tun Tinu at the time its examination 
was made, there is no way whatever to 
ascertain who has taken out a license, how 
much a licensee has paid, and how much is 
still owing by him. There was still less op- 
portunity to ascertain how many saloons 
were being “ nursed and how much city 
money had been advanced or loaned out on 
mortgage for the purpose of nursing sa- 
loons.” There was no way of finding out 
how much was due from brewers, nor how 
long they are permitted to postpone settling 
with the city, 

All these considerations are apart from 
those that relate to the economic soundness 
of the proposition that it is advisable to 
encourage saloons, and that brewers who 


4 have incurred financial responsibilities by 


" going on the bonds of saloonkeepers should 
be granted by the city a credit not extended 
to the bondsmen of people who are in some 
other than the saloon business. Nobody 
has yet heard that the brewers and others 
who are engaged in the industry ot encour- 
aging weak saloons ” are financially unable 
to meet their obligations to the city. It 
needs money more than the brewers do, 
and they should be compelled to pay for 
every license when issued. 

If it is found impossible to exact the full 
license fee in advance, which is the ideal 
system, and would be adopted probably if 
the license wére one to carry on any other 
kind of business, it is not unreasonable to 
ask that the mmendation of the State 


and no more than thirty days’ grace be 
granted in any instance. That proposition, 
which has the unanimous approval of the 
State Saloonkeepers’ association, may seem 
meritorious even to the city administration. 
For the saloonkeepers and their customers 
have more votes than the brewers and their 
employés. Those saloonkeepers whose 
places are not being “nursed” feel that 
they are injured when all who are in the 
business are not treated alike, and when 
there is, to their disadvantage, a lack of 
impartiality in enforcing licenselaws. The 
principle of no credit” would commend 
itself to most people in this community as 
one eminently wise to adopt in dealing with 
this particular business; and if that can be

LINCOLN’S CLEAR ENGLISH. 

Some weeks ago Tun Trrsune analyzed 
the plodding process by which Franklin 
acquired his remarkable command of a 
good Hnglish prose style. A similar study 
of Lincoln’s method of self-instruction is 
| equally interesting and valuable. Both 
these men learned to write and speak with 
no aid from ‘colleges and with almost none 
from the common schools, yet both have 
left examples of lucid prose never sur- 
passed in purity and permanent charm. 
Lincoln ‘never went to school six months 
in his life, yet the eloquence of parts of 
his first and second inaugural speeches, of 
his Gettysburg address, and of other early 
and late utterances is acknowledged by 
the learned and uneducated alike, What 
was the secret of his power? 
Lincoln once said ‘that he could not be 
content when handling a thought until he 
‘had “ bounded it north and bounded it 
south, and bounded it east and bounded 
it west.” He could not rest until he saw 
all around a question and also grasped 
the heart of it. Among his earliest recol- 
lections was that of a curious sense of 
irritation whenever anybody talked to him 
in terms which he could not clearly un- 
derstand. He said he never got angry at 
anything else in. his life, but this always 
disturbed his temper. When the neighbors 
talked of an évening in his father’s back- 
woods cabin, the boy often spent no small 
part of the night in his little bedroom walk- 
ing up and down and trying to make out 
the exact meaning of their dark sayings. 
He could not sleep until he got the idea 
for which he was seeking, and after he 
had got it he was not satisfied until he 
had repeated it over and over and had put: 
it into language plain enough for any boy 
to understand. This was a kind of pas- 
sion with him and it continued through life. 


Herein lies the main Cause of Lincoln’s 
eloquence of his su¢cess as a public 
speaker, | 

Clearness is the first requisite of good 


English and nobody can express an idea 
clearly without first seeing it clearly him- 
self. A turgid style is the proof of turgid 


mental procesges. Lincoln’s power of clear 


utterance was due in the first place to 
clear thinking, and both of

To perpetuate the memory 
of her reign and to establish a good, fixed 
date for future ages on which they could 
rely, he thinks that a new era should be 
established to be called the Victorian era, 
dating from Jan. 1, 1837, the year of her ac- 
cession to the throne, The current year of 
1900 would be V. E. 64.

BIVER CURRENT AND SHIPPING. 

The current created in the Chicago River 
by the drainage canal is giving the vessel 
owners some inconvenience, but this re- 
sults chiefly from the fact that they are 
not accustomed to it. Vessels moored for 
the winter have broken loose and required 
attention, but this is merely a matter of 
more care and stronger hawsers. The 
slight accident to the freight steamer that 
was swung across the channel at Morgan 
street on Friday and held there by the 

current until released by shutting off the 

water at Lockport is somewhat more 
serious in its character, but such accidents 
can be provided against with some ad- 
justment to the new conditions. 

This vessel was coming out of a nar- 
row slip and had to thrust its bow across 
a current caused by a flow of 320,000 cubic 
feet of water a minute. The river at this 
point was not as wide as the boat was 
long, and the result was the pinning of 
the vessel helplessly against both banks, 
blocking the channel. The accident can- 
not be ascribed, either to carelessness or 
to lack of familiarity with currents. I 
was due to the fact. that the slip was built 
without any thought of a current! The 
narrow-mouthed slips of this sort will have 


to be altered so as to allow vessels to meet 


the current at an angle of better advan- 
tage. When the necessary work of deep- 
ening the river is done there will be less 
trouble with the current, but in the mean- 
time vesselmen will have to learn to ad- 
just themselves to the new conditions. 


The mild current in the Chicago River 


is nothing compared with that in many 
other navigable rivers. It is insignificant 
when,compared with the stream that runs 
in and out of every tidewater river mouth 
with the rise and ebb of each tide. Ves- 
selmen become accustomed to these condi- 
tions and think nothing of the current. 
Chicago navigators hitherto have known 
nothing of currents. They have sailed on 
a tideless sea and have known only stag- 
nant rivers. After a few months’ experi- 


. ence with the comparatively gentle current 


in the Chicago, River they will think no 
more of it than ocean seamen do of the 
tides or than the Mississippi boatmen do 
of the current in thatriver. 


BRINGING UP THE BABY. 

While “the hand that rocks the cradle 
rules the world,” the question of bringing 
up a baby will not lose its vital interest. 

Phe capital of Kentucky may be colored 
red on the map and the beleaguered city of 
Ladysmith may capitulate; world’s fairs 
and drainage canals may be opened; Em- 
perors may abdicate and new Presidents 
may be elected; famine may devastate a 
continent and bountiful harvests may hea, 
plenty in the lap of a smiling land; at best 
these things ‘have but a transient and a 
partial interest. | 

They are incidents, The proper method 
of bringing up a baby is the unsolved prob- 
lem of the centuries. Once it is settled, all 
good things will follow in its wake as nat- 
urally as a train of loaded freight cars fol- 
lows a locomotive on a down grade.. 

At present the problem occypies much 
of the attention of 25,000,000 men and 
women in the United States alone.

AN AMERICAN ACADEMY OF IMMORTALS. 
Paul Deschanel, who was elected to the 
French Academy of Forty Immortals, to 
fill the place of Edouard Hervé, a Parisian 
journalist of considerable reputation, is so 
delighted with the honor of being an Im- 
mortal that he thinks this country should 
have a similar institution. In a recent in 
terview he says: Every great nation has 
some men about whose election there can 
be no question. There are many such in 
the United States, Americans, being up- 
to-date people, prefer this plan of honor- 
ing the living—all the more so as it does not 
deprive them of honor after death.” | 
There are two obstacles which would 
stand in the way of such an Academy of Im- 
mortals in the United States. This is a 
large country. It is not concentrated in 
New York, Boston, or Chicago, as France is 
concentrated in Paris. The area for the 
selection of immortals is immense, and the 
choice would be correspondingly difficult. 
Not to mention other cities, Chicago alone 
can furnish more than forty immortals, or 
an indefinite number of persons who think 
they are going to be immortals, which 
amounts to about the same thing, since 
immortality is an uncertain thing after all. 
and one man’s judgment is about as good 
as another's. Forty immortals out of u 
population of .seventy-odd millions is a lu- 
dicrously small number, especially in a 
country where one man thinks he has as 
much chance to be in as another. 
If M. Deschanel had set the number at 
4,000, still better, at 40,000, the outlook 
for an American ‘Academy would have 
been more favorable. 
Another obstacle would immediately pre- 
sent itself in the designation of the forty 
who are to be immortals. Who is qualified 
to select them and how would they be se- 
lected, and of the forty chosen how could 


‘their immortality be demonstrated? It is 


presumable M. Deschanel would not rec- 
ommend an academy of dead immortals. 
That might be an easy task, for the Ameri- 
can immortalé are mostly dead.

WEATHER AND scHOOL DEPORTMENT. 
Results of an exhaustive investigation of 
thé relation between school deportment and 
the weather are given in the current num- 
ber of the Educational Review. The con- 
clusions are rather surprising, but they 
may be accepted as correct inasmuch as 
they are based upon observations in several 
New York schools for two years and in 
all the schools of Denver for fourteen 
years—a broad enough field to eliminate 
chance. The investigators went over the 
records of demerits and compared them 
with the weather bureau reports. An in- 
timate relation between the two was dis- 
covered. 

It was found that high temperatures ha ve 
quieting effects. The largest excess of 
demerits, 20 per cent, was for tempera- 
tures between 45 and 60 degrees, falling 
to 50 per cent less than normal! for those 
between 80 and 90 degrees. This is con- 
trary to the general impression, but is due 
to the lassitude that affects children as 
well as adults during warm weather. With 
a low barometer demerits above the normal 
were shown, while for high there were 
deficiencies. 

Low humidity was accompanied by many 
more than the normal number of misde- 
meanors, while high humidity was coex- 
istent with decreases in the number 
of demerits. Adults are usually out 
of sorts when humidity is high, but with 
children there is a different effect. Low

FORTUNATE POOR CHILDREN OF BERLIN. 

In the current number of the Economic 
Review are details of the way in which 
Berlin cares for destitute children. That 
the facilities are ample is proved by the 
fact that the writer, Miss Edith Sellers, 
s#ys that during the several years she 
has spent in Berlin she has never seen a 
hungry looking child. 

Berlin has first of all a city refuge for 
destitute children called the Waisen 
Depot. Here all waifs, strays, and chil- 
dren of the indigent poor are brought— 
but merely as sojourners until other provis- 
ion can be made for their care. Under 
no circumstances may they remain at the 
Waisen Depot more than six months and 
seldom do they remain more than six days, 
This is the headquarters of the man who 
has supreme charge of the children. He 
is supposed to examine every case and 
determine what is necessary in each case, 
The city is divided into 242 districts and 
in each district the town councilors elect 
not less than three or more than six 
Waisenrathe, whose duty it is to watch 
over the children in their district. Each 
Waisenrathe has two or more Pflegerin- 
nen, women who act as lieutenants and 
watch over the girls and younger children, 
None receive pay. Under Berlin laws 
criminals and persons who neglect, ill 
treat, or desert their children forfeit all 
rights to the children, but pay their board. 
From the Waisen Depot the waits are 
sent to suitable private families, where 
poy A city paying from 

25 a month board, 
prices for blind, deaf, 
requiring unusual care. childre 
receive free clothes—which are aot a 
forms. The children are not intrusted 
to the first comer. The applicant for care 
of waifs must stand the most rigid ex- 
amination, She must be between 25 and 
65 years of age, neither delicate nor nervous, 
and must not have more than one child 
under 6 years of age. She must be re- 
spectable, is not allowed to take lodgers, 
and must be known to be thrifty. She is 
forbidden to allow the child to work. 
There is no chance for the child to 
receive ill treatment. The Waisenrathe and 
the Pflegerinnen in each district , make 
regular visits and have power to remove 
the child offhand if not satisfied with the 
treatment it receives. The child must 
receive good food and the argus eyes of 
the guardians, who serve from pure mo-

forests are an important factor in our com- 
mercial life, and Mr. Bruncken makes an

From 
the earliest colonial times the forests have 
had a moral and political effect in shaping 
our history. In the seventeepth century 
England was dependent upon Norway and 
the Baltie provinces for its timber for ships. 
This was in various ways disadvantageous 
for England, so the American colonists were 
encouraged with bounties to cut ship tim- 
bers, masts, and other lumber for European 
export. This trade, however, was found to 
be unprofitable on account of the long ocean 
voyage, so the American lumbermen began 
to develop a profitable market in the West 
Indies. This was straightway interdicted 
by the short-sighted British government, 
and the bitter and violent opposition of the 
colonists against this tyrannical policy 


minion. | 
From that time to the present the forests 
of America have exercised a most important 
influence upon the nation, especially in 
creating the self-reliance which is the chief 


pers, hunters, explorers, and. backwoods 
settlers who went forth alone into the dense 


else could give. As the forest closed behind 
the settler he knew his future and that of 
his family must henceforth depend upon 
himself, his ax, his rifle, and the few simple 
utensils he had brought with him. It wasa 
school that did not teach the graces, but it 
made men past masters in courage, per- 
tinacity, and resourcefulness.

As Mr. Bruncken says, mere remem- 
branee of what the forests ha ve given us 
in the past should be enough to inspire a 
wish to preserve them as long as possible, 
to stop wanton waste by forest fires, and 
even to repair our losses by planting new 
| forests, as they do in Europe,. The time 
has gone when the silence and dangers 
of the forest were our chief molders of 
sturdy character, but it is undeniable that 
the pioneer blood that still runs so richly 
in American veins has much to do with 
causing the idea of Philippine expansion to 
appeal so powerfully to the popular imagina- 
tion. The prophets who see in the expan- 
sion idea the downfall of the nation forget 
that the same spirit subdued the American 
wilderness and created the freest govern- 
ment and some of thé finest specimens of 
manhood the world has ever seen.

It is a bloody struggle and the empire is engaged, so far as numbers are 
concerned, in the greatest war it has ever waged in this or any other gen- 
eration. In the prosecution of that war we have arrayed against us the de- 
clared ill-will of all the maritime powers except America. But no one is 


Trusts and Industrial 


Hz trust problem is only a 4 phase of an old prob- 
lem—the problem of free industrial enterprise. 
Men of national repute are asking the people to 
reverse the policy of industry of freedom and re- 
turn to the doctrine of arbitrary fraternalism, spe- 
cifically to suppress large corporations. 

There is only one point of view from which 

* 4} this subject can properly be considered—the interes: 
Dae the public; the public ag represented by the la- 
borers who are interested in permanent employment 
Vu = yy and good wages; the publi¢ as represented by the 

farmers, who are interested in cheap transportation 
and the advantages of modern products, as science, 
art, and literature. The question to ask the people of thé United States 
is: Are trusts inimical to public welfare in all or any of these respects? 

First, then, what is the effect of large corporations upon the quality 
and price of the community's supply of commodities? This question is one 
of fact and can be adequately answered only by experience. While expe; 
rience differs in different industries, the tendency is universal that the 
quality of the commodities improves and the prices fall. 

The era of corporations in this country is since the war. During that 
period prices of the leading man ufactured products, mostly produced by cor- 
porations, have fallen from 6 to 40 per cent. At the same time wages 
have risen, chiefly in the manufacturing and mercantile industries, 68 per 
cent, a result that could not have been accomplished under small separate 


ities Ow 


Should 
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There is, no accepted principle stating that State 
help, per se, is necessary to industrial growth; nor, 
on the other hand, is there any economic axiom 
which regards State help, per se, as necessarily 
injurious. | 

In the proposal to take over the ownership of 
street railways there is no general principle accord- 
ing to which we can claim that State action is 
necessarily wrong or right. All depends upon ex- 
pediency and local conditions. 

The essential difficulty we all feel to exist in 
this question of State dealings with street railways arises mainly from the 
fact that the interference relates to an industrial operation necessarily in- 
yolying management for a profit. In the case of street railways the capital 
put in either by the municipality or by the private owner is expected to 
earn Some profit, large or small. If the city owns the water works it does 


not ghve water free; it charges for the service rendered. Like wise, if it were 


to own the street railways it would also charge for the transportation serv- 
ice rendered. We may assume, then, that under public ownership street 


railways would still be operated for a profit. The charge, however, in all 


such cases is at bottom only a form of tax for the maintenancejpf that part 
of the public expenses, levied only on those who get the service. 
It is further to be understood that the control over traffic in our streets 


is a public and not a private affair; driving or transportation in our streets 
een two cities. :

What has been the influence of corporations upon conditions of labor? 
It is commonly asserted that large corporations tend to destroy the laborer’s 
liberty and individuality by making him a part of a productive machine. 

The laborer’s freedom and individuality depend upon two things—per- 
manence of employment and good wages. Where do laborers get these con- 
ditions? It is not where capital is small and employers are poor. On the 


contrary, it is where large corporations prevail, and everybody knows it ; 


is there that laborers ere most in dependent. 
What is the influence of large corporations upon business stability and 


_ prosperity? This is one of the most important features of the subject. The 


greatest menace to modern society is business depressions, which usually 


ate the result of ignorant eagerness among competitors. A slight boom in 


business leads to a rash increase of output. Large concerns tend to rem- 
edy this evil on the same principle that they invest heavily in experimenta- 
tion. Their investments are so large that they could not afford seriously 
to miscalculate the demands of the market. | 

As a matter of fact, in lines of industry where the largest concerns 


are organized there is the least perturbation. If the raising of corn were in 
the hands of a few well informed corporations instead of thousands of 
uninformed small farmers, the erratic ups and downs in corn farming would 


be largely avoided. | 


Industrial depressions can never be eliminated until the relation of } 


productive enterprise to general consumption is reduced to some degree of 
precision, which the small, go-as-you-please producers can never do, 


| 


Obviously, then, rights vested in the public cannot be transferred to 


private persons to be managed by them like a private house or factory. 
That is clear. On the one hand, if franchises are given to private per- 


sons, that involves the evident necessity of adjusting the terms so that pri- 
vate capital shall get the usual industrial returns, and yet that the rights 


and privileges of the public shall be preserved intact. Such a point of com- 


parison must be fixed before raising the question of municipal ownership. 
With such a kind of private ownership, correctly adjusted, we should 


‘compare municipal ownership, honestly administered, free from corruption 
and the spoils system. It would not be just to compare private ownership, 


corruptly allied to the public officials, with municipal ownership honestly 
managed. The two kinds of ownership should be compared under the same 
conditions. The fact is, the corruptibility of men is not escaped by chang- 
ing mere externals. And I ven ture now to say we shall find in the end that 
the remedy for most of the evils which we try to escape from by proposing 
municipal ownership lies much deeper than private or public ownership. 
For the reasons above given it is irrelevant to say that Chicago might 
own its gas works or street railways because Glasgow or some European 
city where conditions of civic life may be radically different from those of 
Chicago owns hers. To compare what might take place on one side under 
approximately ideal conditions with Chicago’s situation is impracticable, to 
say the least. To be sure, with ideal political conditions in Chicago we 
might do things which would now be foolish and unwise. : 
Doubtless the strongest argument urged against municipal ownership 
is the claim that under any existing political indifference and corruption the 
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country except

In the second place, the hired employé would probably do as good or 
better work for the city as he now does for the private company. To be 
sure, all depends upon whether the municipal management is non-political 
or not whether this is true. All of us must remember how efficient 

_ Colonel Waring’s sweepers in New York were. 

Under city ownership, probably, the workman would feel that his 
low wages were not in such striking contrast to large. monopoly profits; 
he might be more content when he knows that the city is not exploiting 
him for dishonest gains. This would probably result in granting better 
conditions of service, more regard for suitable hours and higher wages. 
Under ordinary conditions, however, taking men as they now are, it is 
likely that the political pressure for shorter hours and higher wages 
would introduce elements of dubious quality into city management.

Wife of the premier Earl of the realm, who 
is ignored by society owing to the fact that 
she eloped with the Earl from her first hus- 
band, Mr. Mundy, by whom she was divorced. 
When she was refused the sacraments at 
communion service in a parish church in 
Cheshire, by order of the Bishop of Chester, 
on account of her antecedents, society felt 
inclined to support the prelate. Yet Lady 
Marcus Beresford, thanks to her clever ma- 
neuver in organizing the National Cat club, 
of which she is the moving spirit and Vice 
President, is welcomed literally with open 
arms by London society, although she 
eloped from her first husband, who died 
while endeavoring to obtain a divorce, and 
then figured in the most unusavory fashion 
in the divorce which her second husband, 
Charlie Buller, endeavored to obtain, the 
Queens Proctor intervening to prevent the 
grant of the decree on the ground that Buller 
—that is to say, the petitioner—had been in 
the habit of dining constantly as a guest at 
the house where his wife, Mrs. Buller, was 
Ueing under the name of Lady Marcus 
Beresford.

There are even today about a dozen wom- 
en who have figured in divorce proceedings

Victoria’s former strictness in keeping the 
doors closed to divoreées, and Lady Pirbright, 
whose hucband to his elevation to the 
peerage bore the euphonious name of 
Worms, is to be seen not only at the Queen's 
drawing-rooms but likewise at state balls 
and state concerts. 

I do not even make mention here of those 
whose more or less advanced flirtations are 
a source of common knowledge and public 
scandal, but merely to those who have fig- 
ured in the divorce court. In fact, providing 
people have brains, money, and push, heroes 
and heroines of scandals need seldom des- 
pair in England, or, for the matter of that, 
elsewhere in Europe. Taking one thing with 
another, it is more easy to live down a stormy 
past in the old world than in the new. Thus 
old Mrs. Thistlewaite, who died the other 
day, bequeathing a large portion of her fort- 
une to Lord Edward Pelham Clinton, the 
master of the Queen’s household, was thirty 
years ago notorious in London under the 
name of Laura Bell. She married a Scotch 
Laird, just like Connie Gilchrist of the 
Gayety, now Countess of Orkney, and settled 
down into a quiet and respectable woman, 
developing evangelistic tendencies until, in 
1865, she made her début as a lay preacher 
in Portman square, her striking beauty and 
rich voice rendering her most powerful and 
persuasive as an exhorter. Many of the 
leading men of the day, both in politics and in 
religion, were profoundly interested, and no 
one manifested greater enthusiasm about 
her than the late Mr. Gladstone, who, with 
his wife, became a constant visitor to her 
house in Grosvenor square, where her salon 
ended by being rgearded as an exclusive 
center of intellectual, political, and religious 
life, even noted divines thronging the draw- 
ing-rooms of this woman. | 

Matters are much the same on the conti- 
nent. As every one knows, the wife of Count 
Bülow, the present Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs of the German Empire, eloped with her 
first husband’s secretary, whom she married 
after a divorce had been pronounced against 
her, the abandoned spouse being now under 
the orders of the man who robbed him of 
his consort. Then, too, one of the principal 
foreign Ambassadresses now in Paris had 
her name connected with that of her present 
husband from one end of Europe to the other 
during the lifetime of her first husband. 
who, her senior by half a century, was blind 
and stone deaf during the closing years of his 
life. Moreover, she was the heroine of a sen- 
sational intrigue which resulted in the recall 
and disgrace.of M. de Saburoff, the Russian 
.Ambassador at Berlin, whose head had been 
completely turned and his heart captured 
by the beautiful and clever Countess. 

In Paris, too, the Papal Nunclo, as dean 
of the diplomatic corps, found himself on 
one memorable occasion seated at a st.te 
banquet next to Mme. Rouvier, whose hus- 
band was at the time Prime Minis er of 
France.

Book by a Royal Authoress. 

If you want to know the inner life of roy- 
alty read the Memoirs of H. R. H. Princess 
Mary Adelaide, Duchess of Teck,“ edited by 
Kinloch Cooke and imported by the Scrib- 
ners.

So the dog watch divides 
a four-hour watch and is served alternately. 
As second mate I had access to the poop

to go to leeward.

in this country? Can a foreigner fleeing 
from the police authorities of his native 
land, in order to escape punishment, but 
who has been gulity of nothing recognized.

States, feel that he is secure from all further 
persecution when once he sets his foot on the 
free soil of America? Nine persons out of 
ten would be disposed to answer in the af- 
firmative, and yet this is far from being the 


case. 

True, the law here, as well as the regularly 
constituted authorities and public opinion, 
‘may be relied upon to do everything in its 
power to protect those who have sought an 
asylum beneath the folds of the American 
flag. But this protection is not always effi- 
cacious. For the disposition among Eng- 
lish-speaking nations is to take no judicial 
cognizance of a crime until it has actually 
dern committed, and, inasmuch as the 
vengeance wreaked upon the fugitive is gen- 
erally ‘accomplished by methods that are 
criminal, it is not until then that the law of 


the land interests itself in the behalf of the 
victin. — 


The idea that a man who has been guilty 
of no extraditable offense should be pursued 
to this country, should feel that his life and 
threatened, even 
though he acquire American citizenship, 
and should remain subject to the terrorism 
of some foreign government or society, in 
spite of his complying with the require- 
rents of the laws and customs of the United 
States, may seem at first sight to partake 
of the nature of the melodrama—of the 
imagination of the sensational story writer 
and to be not only improbable, but likewise 
impossible. Yet no one knows better than 
the principal police authorities, the se¢ret 
service agents of the United States, and the 
heads of the great detective bureaus that 
‘America literally swarms with emissaries 
of the Czar, whose attention is devoted to the 
Nihilists; with agents of the Peking govern- 
ment, who endeavor to keep track of the 
various Chinese societies here, and with 
Italian detectives, who do their best to keep 
in oven with the large Italian population 

In fact, there is no n in assert- 


‘ing that there is hardly . foreign govern- 


ment of any importanc shich does not 
maintain in the United States a number of 
secret agents for the purpose of watching, 
influencing, terrorizing, and often punish- 
ing. those of its subjects who have either 
rought a refuge or established a home in 
the new world. 

| Pursued by Secret Societies. 

In addition to these agents of foreign gov- 
ernments, the various political and secret 
societies abroad—such as the Italian Mafia 
and Camorra, the various secret political 
societies of Austria, the Nihilists of Russia, 
the Anarchists of Spain and of Germany, 
the Ethnike Hetairia of Greece—are each 
of them represented by numerous agents 
here, intrusted. with the task of watching 
and terrorizing their tellow-countrymen. 
And thus it happens that a man who has 
joined a political association abroad is likely 
to suffer here from the vengeance of the 
authorities of the country from which he 
has fled, while, on the other hand, he is 


@dually subjected to the tyranny of the 


societies which he has joined and which do 
not hesitate to punish him, even though 
he be in this country, if he does not comply 


with their behests. 


The police of New York, Boston, and New 
Orleans can furnish abundant evidence if 
they choose of the terrorism and of the 
blackmail exercised among the Italians of 
those three cities by the agents of the Mafia, 
and likewise as to the many murders and 
attempted assassinations for which the lat- 
ter, as wel! as the Camorra, are responsible 
—crimes which for the most part remain 
unpunished, owing to the dread of Italians, 
even in this country, to testify against either 
of these secret societies, and the fine art 
which the latter display in manufacturing 
alibis. 

The San Francisco police can give start- 
ling information of an almost identicai char- 
acter concerning the Chinese secret socie- 
ties, which have their headquarters in that 
city, and branches in almost every other 
important Mongolian settlement in the Unit- 
ed States. 80 it is with the Nihilists and

An Executive council is distinctly new to 
American processes of government. Eng- 
land, the world’s greatest colonizer, has 
adopted it for many of her island dependen- 
cies. In Ceylon, for instance; the Governor 
is aided by an executive council of five 
members, who, togethér with four other offi- 
cials and eight representatives of different 
races and classes in the community, form a 
ure. In the Bermudas, Newfound- 
land, the Bahamas, and Barbados are sim- 
ilar organizations, but none give the natives 
so liberal a representation as the scheme 
devised for Porto Rico. 
Thirty-five Porto Ricans will be elected 
to the insular House of Delegates for terms 
of two years. They will receive $5 for each 
day’s attendance, The five native members 
of the upper house will be given such annual 
salaries as these delegates may provide. 
The Secretary of Porto Rico, probably an 
American, will, according to the proposed 
scheme, temporarily fill vacancies. in the 
Governorship, and therefore will be consid- 
ered as the second highest executive official.

The study of Spanish has be- 
come a popular fad here in Washington, es- 
pecially among ambitious government offi- 
clals and clerks. Many young Spaniards, 
Cubans, and Porto Ricans are making fair 
-livings by teaching their native tongue at 
rates varying according to the sia of their 
classes. One class includes a press corre- 
spondent, four department clerks—two 
women and two men—a young lawyer, anda 
woman of leisure. El profesor” is a 
Castilian with the etiquette of a Chesterfield 
and a thorough mastery of English, 

Tour language,” says he, is one of ir- 
regularities and exceptions. Mine, after the 
understanding of a few simple rules, is 
phonetic in spelling and homogeneous in 
grammatical law.“ And, truly, there cannot 
be a modern tongue less difficult, especially 
to one retaining a remnant of Latin or a 
smattering of French. 
A thorough speaking and reading knowl- 
edge of Spanish wil! be essential to the suc- 
cess of all colonial officials or employés 
brought in close contact with Porto Ricans 
and higher classes of Filipinos. Conversa- 
tion through interpreters will be slow, ex- 
pensive, and unsatisfactory. American 
Representatives sitting with natives in the 
Upper Houses of the Porto Rican and Philip- 
pine Legislatures will find discussion well 
nigh impossible unless all can speak and 
understand the same language.
